Applicant further submitted 
that there is no teaching or suggestion in the cited references for the feature "wherein the voice 
print is retrieved from a datastore based on the device identifier", as recited in claims 1,14, and 
27 as amended in the Amendment filed on May 1, 2008. The Examiner indicated that he would 
consider this aspect of the claim in the next Office Action.
